Group VI, claim(s) 19, drawn to a process for producing a feed and/or feed additive.

Group VIII, claim(s) 22, drawn to drawn to the use of a diformate composition as an 
acidifier. 

Group IX, claim(s) 23, drawn to the use of a diformate composition as a preservative.

Group XI, claim(s) 25, drawn to the use of a diformate composition as a fertilizer. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-XIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: As described within 
Johnsen et al. (US 6,132,796) a method for production of a feed for salmon using Na or 
K diformates is described, however the reference does not describe the same methods 
to make the animal feeds as within groups ll-IV (no mention of emulsion or 
desublimation). Johnsen also does not describe using the preparations in any other 
aspect other then as a protectant for salmonides feed. Thus applicant's claims do not 
relate to a single special technical feature. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
